YOKOHAMA. 
The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 


the 10th June; and by the Pacific mail we have nine days 
later news, viz, to the 19th June ; the}French mail from Lon- 
don April 24 arrived out on the 8th June, and the followirg 
P. and_O. mail of May 1 was received on the 13th June. The 
Japan Herald supplies the following items of intelligence :— 


News of the Formosan expedition reaches here in a fitful and 
fragmentary manner, and we have been disappointed by the 
non-receipt of reliable intelligence from our correspondent on 
the spot. One thing, however, is certain, that the Japanese 
Government have either been deceived itself, or else has wilfully 
deceived the public, when it asserted that the Chinese Govern- 
ment were favourable to the expedition, as it now appears 
that so far from such being the case that the Chinese have 
demanded the evacuation of the island by the Japanese, thus 
verifying our own # iieeieauee The Chinese are said to have 
11,000 troops in Formosa, The Japanese Government have 
brought « suit against the P.M.S.S. Company, claiming $10,250 
damages, in consequence of the withdrawal of the Vew York 
from the Formosan expedition. 

We regret to have to announce the deaths of Mrs. Pennock, 
wife of Admiral Pennock, U.S.N., and of Mr, Albert de Groote, 
the eldest son of the Belgian Minister to this country, who was 
killed by the accidental discharge of his pistol. It appears that 
the unfortunate young gentleman was in his bedroom guing to 
change his attire, and for that purpose proceeded to open a 
drawer containing a loaded revolver. By some unlucky mis- 
chance, the act of opening the drawer caused the hammer of the 
revolver to discharge the weapen, the muzzle of which was 

inted towards M. De Groote, who received the bullet in his 

eart. He appears to have fallen back, and expired instantly. 

It is understood that negotiations have so far progressed 
favourably that the Japanese are about to permit of foreigners 
travelling in the interior under asystem of passports and sureties. 

The annual meeting of the Swiss Rifle Club has taken place 
hie the usual éclaz. Several cricket matches have also been 
held. 

An inquiry into the late outrage at the British Legation has 
taken place, Dut no decision has as yet been arrived at. 

In the rifle match betwixt Hong Kong, Yokohama, and

Tt is not easy to see why, if punishment isto be dealt out to them 
for an actual offence, it should not be of a nature eens amy 
ee le repetition of it. The right to life is forfeited when that 
fe is employed on every possible occasion to deprive others of 
a ‘Hke possession, and ‘on these grounds no one can blame the 
Japanese, or wish the expedition otherwise than well. Nor 
can the position of the Chinese extort any sympathy. They 
have invariably replied to any remonstrances made by the 
European Powers on the occasion of these shipwrecks and 
subsequent outrages, that they could not control these sa+ 
vages, claiming that thongh in their dominions they were not 
subject to their jurisdiction. But surely some responsibility 
attaches to the Peking Cabinet in respect of the existence of 
such a tribe within its dominions and on its shores, of which 
this tribe is the terror. A supine government may feel itself 
infinitely annoyed by the existence of such a horde of wretches 
within its gates, and may claim that all its efforts to reduce or 
exterminate them have been in vain. But it may be replied 
that what the Japanese can do the Chinese can and ought them- 
selves to do, and the failure on the one side to undertake the duty 
throws the obligation of doing it on to the other side. Life 
must be paid for with life, and if the rightful officer refuses to 
demand and extort it, society steps in, sweeps away excuses, and 
itself executes justice. But the Chinese at present refuse to see 
the matter in this light. They say that no reparation for past 
outrages was demanded at Peking, that no intimation of the in- 
tention of the Japanese Government was made to the Chinese 
Cabinet, that they claim every foot of ground in Formosa, and 
entirely dispute the right of the Japanese to chastise offenders 
within their dominions. They quote Vattel against the 
Japanese, and repudiate all knowledge of any negotiations at 
Peking which would justify the expedition, and thus the matter 
stands at this moment. 


The Japanese, unfortunately, are so far weak in the legality of 
their acts that they did not frankly represent their views at 
Peking at the time of Soyejima’s embassy. ‘The question was 
indeed asked whether the Chinen claimed jurisdiction over the 
whole of Formosa, and whether they held themselves responsible 
for the acts of the aborigines, and this was answered in the nega- 
tive—the latter part of the question at all events, The question 
and answer, however, did not pass between the Ministers on 
either side, but casually between the interpreter on the one side 
and the secretary on the other. No record was made of them, 
and the Chinese refuse altogether to acknowledge the validity of 
80 informal a proceeding. Nor can it be doubted that the act of 
the Japanese is both a violation of international law—which it 
is somewhat amusing to find the Chinese and Japanese referring 

"to—and of the treaty recently concluded between the two Em- 
pires. It may also be remarked that the moral grounds on which 
the act of the Japanese might be justified, were they well founded, 
disappear before the fact that but for the Saga insurrection we 
should have had no Formosa Expedition, and no pretensions on 
the part of the Japanese to act as the police of the world in this 
quarter. The Japanese must learn that international law has 
its basis in principle, and is not to be made the justitication of 
acts of mere expediency ; and it is expected that they will have 
to pay dearly for the lesson. 


The Chinese have demanded the intervention of the American 
Consul in order to prevent any further assistance being given 
by Americans to the J apanese, and the Consul has ordered 
United States citizens to withdraw from the Expedition, though 
it may be greatly doubted whether this order will be obeyed, 
although forfeiture of the protection of the American Govern- 
ment is the penalty of disobedience. 


The negotiations for the admission of foreigners into the in- 
terior have advanced considerably during the past month, and 
there is reason to hope that arrangements to this effect will 
shortly be arrived at with the representatives of the Treaty 
Powers upon a satisfactory basis, 


An entertainment was given on the 3rd June by Hatakeyama, 
chief director of the Kai-sei-gakko, or Imperial College, to the 
foreigners connected with the educational department.

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NAGASAKI. 

Our adviees extend to the 12th June. The P. and O. mail from 
London April 17 arrived out on the 4th June. The following 
summary of news is fromthe Rising Sun, under which title the 
Nagasaki Express will appear for the future :— 


The expedition sent by the Japanese has commenced Worn. in 
downright earnest. The troops have been Iamfled, md #ame 
fighting has taken place. Captain Smith, who neVvicabed *he 
steamer Medku-maru to Formosa, has returned, and he says that 
the natives commenced the fighting by shooting a Japanese sal. 
dier. From his account it appears that a number of the Japauese 
were strolling inland a short distance, when they observed three 
men whom they took to be Chinese. ‘The men beckoned to 
them, so three left their comrades, and went for the Purpose 
of ascertaining what the presumed Chinamen wauted. On 
arriving close the natives picked up some old matchlocks, 
and fired at them, shooting one man throagh the body, killing 
him on the spot. The ear of another was shot off by a square 
bullet or slug, so he had a very narrow escape of his life. The 
other made the best use of ‘his legs and joined his country- 
men, who were but a very short distance off. As soon ag the 
Japanese soldier fell the Formosans rushed forward and severed 
his head from his body in an instant, and then retreated with it. 
The whole affair was executed so suddenly and took the Japanese 
so by surprise that the natives got away without the least diffi- 
culty. A day or so afterwards the J: apanese attacked a village 
about two or three miles from the shore and killed all the male 
natives they came across, but spared the women and children, 
which is a piece of humanity that deserves to be recognised, for 
the horrors of war are enhanced a hundred fold by the slaughter of 
helpless women.and children. The lamentations of the women for 
the loss of their husbands, fathers, and brothers are represented to 
have been pitiable in the extreme. Capt. Smith states that when 
he left there were two Japanese men-of-war in the bay and the 
British gun-vessel Hornet, and also a Chinese man-of-war. The 
Chinese Admiral has left word with the representatives of his 
country to assist the Japanese as much as possible; and the 
Japanese themselves are arming the Chinese with weapons taken 
from the natives, such as old matchlocks, bows and arrows, 
spears, long knives fixed on the end of long poles, &c. 


The Formosans are described as being slim built men, re- 
sembling the Chinese in appearance, and their heads are adorned 
with long tails. They are reported to have very extensive cities 
in the interior, some walled in ; and Captain Smith thinks that 
the Japanese will proceed inland and destroy all the towns and 
cities they come across, With regard to the Chinese he says 
they seem to be principally bent upon making dollars, as they 
charge most extortionate prices for the use of their boats—China- 
men all over. 

The following letter has been sent to us by a correspondent :— 

According to promise I send you a few lines relative to the state of 
affairs here. I left Nagasaki on the 17th of May in the 8.8. Takasayo- 
maru (late Delta), which vessel also conveyed General Saigo. On the 
morning of the 22nd the Takasago-maru arrived at Sailio, which is 
situated on the southern part of Formoaa, after a pleasant and safo 
passage of four-and-a-half days. When we arrived at Sailio Bay we 
found there H.I.J.M.’s corvette Nissin-kan, steamers Meiko-maru, Yu- 
ko-maru, Nikuni-maru, and also an English gunboat. About 8 4M. on 
the same day the Japanese gunboat JMo-sun-kan arrived from Amoy ; 
and at ten o’clock a Chinese frigate and gunboat came in from 
Taiwan-fu, and half-an-hour afterwards the steamer Sailo-maru 
(late Shaftesbury) put in an appearance. The country appears to be 
fertile and of rather a sandy nature ; very little is cultivated, The 
villages close to the shore consist of sume 400 or 500 houses, and the 
natives do not appear to be so very savage and fierce ; in fact, they are 
perfectly willing to work for us for payment. The day before we ar- 
rived, 21st, the wild tribes from the mountains, who are very fierce 
and savage, fired upon and killed one of our spies. This was the be- 
ginning of hostilities. On the 22nd our troops marched over the moun- 
tains a distance of about two Japanese miles, and attacked the savages, 
killing a large number and burning their houses, after which they re- 
tired, taking with them as trophies a quantity of fire-arms, bows and 
arrows, spears, &c. The killed and wounded on our side were seven. 

The Cadmus has arrived here from Shanghai in a very leaky 
condition, one of the pumps having to be kept going continually. 
The reason of the leak was on account of the wood round the 
brine pipe being decayed. Upon her arrival salutes were ex- 
changed with the Government Fort. She is bound for Yoko- 
hama, and will proceed home from that port. The Admiral, Sir 
F. A. Shadwell, will transfer himself and suite on board of the 
Tron Duke. 

Sir F. A. Shadwell, the British Admiral, has paid the Seamen's 
Club a visit, and expressed his satisfaction of the arrangements. 
He remarked that such institutions should be supported, and as 
soon as he returned in the Jron Duke he would not only subscribe 
but would also get up a subscription list, which he was prevented 
from doing at once on account of his early departure. He made 
minute enquiries as to the state of the funds, and the principles 
npon which the Club is to be conducted. And while approving 
of the latter expressed a hope that the funds would soon be 
increased. ‘ 

A steam tug has been launched from the yard of Messrs. J. F. 7 
Mitchell and Co., at Namenohira. She is called the Border Chief.

La SHANGHAI _ 
_ 9 The present mail brings advices from this port to the 14th 
June ; the P. and O. mail from London May 1 arrived out on the 
10th June. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :-— 

A: special meeting of ratepayers has been held, to discuss cer- 
tain proposals that could not be conveniently brought up at the 
annual meeting held last month. In the first place, the desir- 
ability of revising the Land Regulations was admitted ; and’ 
Messrs. Iveson, Keswick, Little, Kingsmill, Paterson, Selig- 
mann, Webb, Forbes, and Heyden were appointed by the 
Chairman a committee for the purpose. The two resolutions 
brought forward by Mr. Carter against proxy voting were 
carried, the first without division, the second by a majority of 
two to one. Fhe two were indeed nearly alternative ; the second 
completely meets the case, but the first was necessary in case 
the second had Leen rejected, though the acceptance of the 
second was 1 natural consequence of the first. As it is, the 
ratepayers have now expressed a clear opinion adverse to the 
admission at public meetings of proxies of ratepayers present 
iw Shanghai, and have asked the insertion of a short phrase in the 
Land Regulations defining this principle. Most people hold that 
these already express the intention ; but the confusion of arrange- 
ment and indistinctness of expression in the regulations caused 
doubt and. led to a reference to the Treaty Consuls, who, in face of 
a doubt, preferred adhering to the rule in the Old Regulations 
which allowed proxies, We are glad to think that the vote will 
terminate the practice. The evil of proxy voting is, we think, 

erally admitted. Ratepayers absent from Shanghai, whether 
wwebolders.or property-owners, have a right to be represented. 
Men are often called away on business to England, to an outport, 
or to Hong Kong, while their interest in the place remains ; 
but that meetings should be liable to be swayed by a few indi- 
viduals holding a mass of proxies for ratepayers who are present 
in the Settlement but will not strain a point to attend is an un- 
doubted evil. The new Regulation may be hard on a few who 
take an: interest and really cannot attend ; but their case is more 
than counterbalanced by that of the many who could attend but 
will not. However, the point has been too often argued in our 
coluumna te need repetition. 

A. vote-in favour of the amalgamation of the Settlements was 
carried without discussion ; it being felt that the matter was one 
which: must be eventually decided by diplomacy, and that the 
function of the meeting was only to raise the question,—The 
proposed tax on ponies, carriages, and dogs was rejected—chiefly 
through the vote of one ratepayer holding sixty proxies. We 
regret. that ponies and carriages should remain exempt for 
another term, as we think the tax on them is a most fair one; 
but the dog tax is better omitted ; it would have involved a 
degree of annoyance and trouble incommensurate with the small 
financial results.—The last resolution brought forward required 
a long. array of statistical information regarding the relative 
expenditure on various parts of the Settlement. The object is 
to show that the Chinese quarters have contributed a proportion 
of revenue fair in relation to the outlay upon them. We doubt 
whether the desired end will be very clearly attained, for figures 
can be made to prove nearly anything if cleverly manipulated. 
The statistics will however be interesting, and will probably 
furnish rieh food for debate hereafter. 

The report of-the French Municipal Council for the year 
1873-4 does not record much useful work. What could be 
expected, when we remember that there have been six changes 
of Council within that time? Despite, however, and in some 
degree owing to, these changes, the financial result of the year is 
most satisfactory. The changes of Government did not disturb 
the routine of administration ; while they did prevent attention 
to public works, and thereby check expenditure. The revenue 
has yielded Tls. 84,383, besides Tls. 16,148 in hand at the be- 
inning of the year. The expenditure has only amounted to 

hs 65,904, leaving in hand a surplus of Tis. 34,627.—The 
revenue for 1874-5’ is estimated at Tls. 81,600, which will be 
ftrther swollen by the above balance. A heavy outlay on pub- 
lic works will raise the expenditure to Tls. 113,205, which will 
still leave a surplus‘on the 31st March, 1875, of Tls 3,022. 
A heavy storm swept over Shanghai on the 7th June. 
Beginning from the north it travelled round the compass, the 
reatest strength of the gale being from the south. ‘Ihe rain 
ell in a perfect deluge, with large hailstones, the whole driven 
with such force by the wind as to constitute a blinding sheet of 
y, through which objects could not be seen at twenty yards 
stance. e squall was attended with fatal consequences on 
the river, where a vacht was upset and two men drowned. The 
streets were half-flooded ; and in the country a good many youn, 
cotton plants were washed bodily out of the ground, and deposit 
im the furrows. Some trees were blown down, and leaves and 
“prigs were torn off and whirled frantically into space. In a 
‘couple of hours the air was clear again, and much cooler than 
before the outburst, but the weather did not at once become 
settled, as occasional peals of thunder, threats of further rain, 
and gusts of wind testified. About ten p.m. the thunder 
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resumed, and very heavy rain aguin fell. The weather cleared 
next morning, but very heavy rain again fell in the evening. It 
has since been cooler. 

We are informed: that the subscription to the Chinese reading 
room project, from foreigners alone, has reached Tis. 950. 

The A.D.C. have given their last performance for the season. 
The evening was fortunately cool for the time of the year, and 
there was a good house. The last piece, the burleaque of “ Vil- 
Nikins and his Dinah,” bristled with local hits, which kept the 
audience in a roar of laughter. 

The Leven returned on the 8th June from the Sedan wreck, 
having failed in the salvage expedition she was sent on. We 
are told that she brings as the result of her trip only a sheet or 
two of iron, wsigbing altogether, perhaps, 100lbs, She sailed, 
as it will be remembered, on the 22nd April, arriving at Sand 
Island, in lat. 25.19 N. and long. 119.42 E., on the 5th. The 
diver, Mr. Roberts, took advantaye of every opportunity to go 
below, but an almost smnpensing Wen sea appears to have proved 
too great an impediment to the diving operations. The Leven 
accordingly left the island on the 3rd June for Pagoda Anchorage, 
and, after coaling, started for Shanghai, arriving at Woosung on 
the 7th. She reports having experienced a severe squall outside. 
The Sedan was found to be in from sixteen to twenty fathoms of 
water, and the want of success on this occasion will likely lead 
to the abandoning of the enterprise for the recovery of the trea- 
sure and opium she contains. 

Some time since we noticed the loss of « barque near the La- 
mocks, off the Boat Rocks, which was supposed to be the Scot- 
lund, bound from Shanghai to Swatow. An attempt was made 
hy the United States Consul at Swatow to ascertain beyond 
doubt the identity of the vessel, but the depth of the water in 
which she had sunk, and the prevalence of bad weather, rendered 
this extremely difficult, if not impossible. We understand, how- 
ever, that while a junk was making a trip lately to the Lamocks 
Lighthouse with stores, the weather being fine, Mr. Hammond, the 
Commissioner of Customs at Swatow, directed that it should visit 
the wreck, and endeavour to get some information aboutit. It 
was found to be that of a large barque, sunk in twelve fathoms of 
water, about 17 miles to the 8. W. of the Boat Rocks. The foretop- 
sail was set, and shected home. The foretopmast was found to be 
new, the crosstrees painted white and the iron bands red. These 
particulars lead to the belief that the unfortunate vessel is cer- 
tainly the Scotland, which had just’ been overhauled before she 
left Shanghai by Messrs. Farnham and Co, Chinese were com- 
mencing to wreck when the Customs boat left, the weather being 
favourable.

We hear that Mr. Joseph Haas, of the Austrian Consulate, has 
received the decoration of the Imperial Gold Cross of Germany, 
in recognition of services rendered to the German Consulate at 
Shanghai last year, during the absence, through illness, of Mr. 
K. Hinly. .

e have received the first number of a publication just revived 
and ‘which we are glad to welcome. Zhe Chinese Lecorder and 
Missionary Journal, when published at Foochow, used to contem 
much interesting matter. It has been in abeyance for a long 
time, and is now revived and re-issued from the Mission Press, 
Shanghai, and we doubt not will sustain its old position. 

The Taoutai paid a visit to the Japanese Consul on the 6th June, 
with the object of formally introducing the Mandarin who has 
gone to Foochow as Imperial Commissioner in connection with 
the Formosan difficulty. 

The C.M.S.N. Company have just added the!Hochwng and Aden 
to their Yangtsze fleet, which includes, besides, the Yung-ning, 
Tungting, and Hanyang. The company are said to have made 
a very favourable contract with Shensi tea-merchants for the 
conveyance of their purchases to the north. : 

The American schooner A(mutia, which has recently changed 
owners, at the price of $12,000, has sailed for Newchwang, under 
command of Captain Lowell, late of the steamer Manchu. 

A. Newchwang correspondent writes on the 6th June :— 

A Southern piratical junk, mounting two brass guns, has bees: cap* 
tured in the Gulf and brought in here by the steam gunboat Mei-yuen. 
one of the Foochow vessels. She tas been taking the treasure and 
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valuables out of a large number of native craft, and her being caught 
is a matter of great congratulation here. Eleven of the crew were exe- 
cuted on the river side three days ago. The troops have had a success- 
ful action with a large band of banditti not more than thirty miles 
from the port. It was a surprise, brought about by the free use of 
money on the part of the authorities. Some twenty or more prisoners 
were taken, and have been beheaded at various towns around. Seven 
heads now decorate our east gate, one being that of the son of a leader 
amongst the Mahomedans. 

The weather is dreadful, very heavy storms of rain and wind daily. 
The new buildings going up for several of our residents will, I fear, 
suffer severely. 

We take the following from the Shanghai Courier :— 

Inspector Grimes, of the Hong Kong police force, arrived on 
the 6th June, to demand the rendition of Walter Jackson, the 
man recently taken out of the steamship Vanking, on the charge 
of piracy. At the time the inspector left Hong Kong it was not 
known that the prisoner had claimed the protection of the United 
States Consul, and had consequently been handed over to Mr. 
Seward, the United States Consul-General, under whose control 
he now remains. Inspector Grimes not having the requisite 

pers to enable him to deal with these altered circumstances, 
the matter will have to stand over until their receipt from Hong 
Kong. They have, we understand, been telegraphed for. 

A new Chinese newspaper, which is, we believe, to represent 
the views of the Cantonese in Shanghai, is to be published on 
the 16th June. They have secured very commodious and cen- 
trally situated premises, their office being at the west corner of 
the Kiangse-road, at its junction with the Nanking-road. It is 
understood they have engaged the services of ere eminent 
persons among the literati, to provide its leading articles, and in 
all probability will put the Shun-pav on its mettle. Whatever 
we may think of the circumstances to which this new scheme 
owes its origin, there are, we think, few facta that look so pro- 
mising for China as the existence in Shanghai of two Chinese 
newspapers, opposed to each other, and yet both having every 
hr a and promise of being ably conducted and well sup- 

rte 
P On the 7th June we were visited with a remarkable storm, 
which suddenly overcasting a bright and hot day lowered the 
temperature rapidly. The wind began to blow from the north, 
but rapidly veered round the whole range of the compass, till in 
less than an hour it came back to north again, when it subsided 
as rapidly as it had risen. Meanwhile, thunder, lightning, rain 
in torrents, and hail, made the elements of a terrible storm, the 
effects of which have been most disastrous in the gardens and 
fields. During the cyclone, short as it was, a number of casualties 
occurred. The saddest is that of the cutter-rigged yacht Anne, 
which was just starting on a sail down river with Mr. Penning 
ee of the tug Fairy) and the carpenter of the 

hermopyle on board, who were in the act of hoisting the sail, 
when the blast struck her, throwing her on her beam ends ; on 
which she filled and sank immediately. Mr. Braysher, De- 
puty Harbour Master, saw the occurrence, and hastened to the 
spot, ‘not more than two hundred yards from his hulk, but he 
could see nothing of the ill-fated men. The end of the long boom 
of the Annie was visible at the surface, to which a Chinese boat 
‘was launched to serve as a beacon, and to show a light during 
the night. Next morning the professional diver from the Leven 
went down and searched for an hour, but could find no trace of 
the bodies. The Annie was towed to Lindsay’s Wharf, and 
beached on the mud; she belongs to Mr. Gilbert, engineer. 
Mr. Penning’s body was recovered on the 11th June, but that of 
the carpenter has not yet been found. A Chinese boat was 
capsized near the Pagoda, and one Chinaman drowned. A yacht 
between this and Woosung was capsized and the two foreigners 
who were in swum to the shore in safety. A Chinese house in 
Hongkew had its roof torn off by lightning, but no one was hurt. 
A cabstand, stables, &., near the Sailors’ Home, were blown bodily 
away. 








HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 20th June ; the 


French mail from London May 8 was received on the 14th June. 
We take the following items of news from the China Mail :— 


There seems to be some chance at last of a measure we have in 
past times very ni Bat Mectharentes being carried out. This is 
the prolongation of the ya from its present terminus at the 
military landing place till it meets the Praya East, just beyond 
the Ordnance arf. The scheme has, if we are rightly in- 
formed, ined pee the stage of “ consideration,” and bids fair 
before long to be placed in the efficient hands of Mr. Price for 
practical fulfilment. We believe that the sea wall at the back of 
the military hospital is to be retained and utilised, the new road 
being constructed inside it. We need not say a word in favour 
of a project which has for years been advocated by the local 
government, the public, and the press, and which official ob- 
struction at home has alone prevented from being carried 
out. If, as we believe, the intelligence we give be 
true, we may heartily congratulate the colony upon at 
last getting a chance of seei the worst portion of 
Queen’s-road on the drive eastw: disused. Apropos of this 
matter, we understand that it is proposed to fill in Causeway Bay 
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just beyond the distillery, the present ancle-endangering, and at 
high water impassable, causeway being replaced by a good sub- 
stantial road. This matter is apropos of the other, inasmuch ag 
rumours assert that in return for the departmental concessions 
regarding the new piece of Praya a guid pro quo will be give’ 
from the new ground to be made at Causeway Bay. If this be 
the case nobody will have any reason to grumble, and the public 
whether residing in the centre or the east-end of the town, will 
be decided gainers. H.E. the Governor could scarcely initiate 
and Mr. Price could hardly undertake, any work more thoroughly 
popular than that which it is said is about to be commenced, 

The Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce have applied to the 
local Government for the report sent in by the recent com- 
mission, with reference to the effect of the Chinese cruisers upon 
the trade of the port. The application has, however, been re- 
fused, but the Government offer to forward to the Colonial-office 
any memorial which the Chamber may send in. 

The colony has sustained a severe loss in the death of Mr. 
Douglas, who has been for over twelve years Governor of the 
gaol. Mr. Douglas was generally respected as an able and ener- 
getic public servant, and was about two years ago made a justice 
of the peace, in consideration of the valuable aid he had at times 
rendered to the Government. 

A good deal of talk has very naturally been caused by the 
extraordinary report of the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company, and 
the debate thereon at the meeting held on the 15th. Opinion 
outside the company seems to be that it had better wind up. 
Shareholders, on the other hand, cling to the slightest hope of 
retrieving their position, and the only question before them at 
this moment is whether under the conditions disclosed by the 
balance sheet there is what an ordinary business man would 
call “reasonable hope” of manufacturing sugar in future at 
remunerative rates, and in such quantities as to convert past loss 
into future profit. This being the issue, its settlement would 
seem to us a tolerably easy matter. 

We have received from Mr. James Porter,* formerly Com- 
missioner of Chinese Customs at Amoy, but now a “a resident 
of Albemarle Country in the State of Virginia, United States,” a 
copy of a pamphlet which he has addressed to the Senate Com- 
mittee of that State on the subject of immigration—not the 
immigration which attracts most notice from journals published 
in China. On the contrary, Mr. Porter is apparently anxious 
only to see a stream of “ retiring officers of Her Majesty's seen | 
and civil services in England, Scotland, France, Germany, Cal- 
cutta, Madras,and Bombay,” induced to flow towards the teeming 
plains (or mountains,—we are not quite sure which, as the 
aim ao ripe aaa Ja aan information) of “Ole Virginny.”

FORMOSA EXPEDITION. 

We learn from semi-official native sources that the Chinese 
Government has finally decided to give the Japanese “ notice to 
quit” Formosa, Shum-pao Ching the Superintendent of the 
Foochow Arsenal having been appointed high commissioner to 
settle the question with the Japanese. We understand that his 
instructions are to first of all adopt peaceful negotiations to get 
them to leave, and those failing to threaten a resort toarms. Jn 
view of such a contingency being ible, Shum is appointed 
Commander-in-Chief also. The Chinese officials appear to feel 
very strongly on the subject. They highly object to the action 
taken by Japan, and—to use a well-known expression—are 
“ spoiling for a fight.” Large purchases of guns and ammunition 
are being made in this colony, and holders of “ warlike” stock 
ought to be doing a good business. The Chinese, by the way, 
assert that the Japanese before starting for Formosa were warn 
to desist. 

The correspondent of the China Mail writes :— 

Hitherto, whenever a foreigner has. desired to a visit to 
the savages, he has found it an exceedingly difficult and trouble- 
some matter to accomplish. First of all, guides have had to be 
secured from amongst the Chinese who can speak their dialect. 
Then, at various points in the savage territory halts had to be 
called. and signals had to be exchanged before the party were 
allowed to proceed. Then, finally, a large party having 
taken them under their protection, escorted them to the particular 
village to which they belonged. Now it is hardly conceivable 
that knowing what a large force had been landed for the express 
urpose of destroying them, the savages should allow small 
isolated parties to go about, and actually to penetrate into their 
villages, before they were stopped. It seems to me, then, that 
the village must have been a Chinese one, and the heads that 
were taken off must have once belonged to the liege subjects of 
the Emperor. That this may be so is quite possible, if we take 
into consideration the position of affairs in the neighbourhood of 
the camp. For reasons that are best known to the Chinese in 
authority there, the Japanese seem to have been entrusted with 
discretionary powers to exercise their discipline upon all that in 
any way trouble them. It is saidthat complaints were made some 
time ago by the Japanese that the Chinese in the neighbourhog? 
were molesting then, in some way or other, and requested that 
the authorities should come and forbid them. They were told, in

So far the Chinese troops have not appeared upon the scene of | 
action, and, as the Foockow Herald observes, the attitude of the 
Chinese Government hitherto has certainly not been calculated 
to inspire foreign nations with any great degree of respect for 
the empire. The momentary calm will, however, be succeeded 
by vigorous action if there be any truth in Chinese gossip. As 
a confirmation of the fact that the Chinese intend to wake up 
shortly, we may note that the Peking authorities are said to 
have formally notified Mr. Wade that the Formosa expedition 
was undertaken without their knowledge or consent. 

The following notification dated June 6th, 1874, has been 
issued by the U.S. Consul at Amoy :— 

Whereas, the Chinese authorities of the Foh-kien Province have in- 
formed me that a Japanese armed force has invaded the Island of For- 
mosa ; that that island is a part of the Chinese Empire, and have re- 
quested me to prevent American citizens from taking part in the 
enterprise ; also, that they have demanded of the Japanese forces its 
jmmediate evacuation ; and 

‘Whereas, citizens of the United States in China are under the pro- 
‘tection, and subject to the jurisdiction and laws of their own country, 

Now, therefore, I, the undersigned Consul, charged with the care of 
American interests and the execution of the laws of the United States 
and treaty obligations with China in the Island of Formosa, hereby 
notify and command all citizens of the United States to at once with- 
draw and hereafter abstain from all enterprises unfriendly to the 
Chinese Government, and to avoid all acts which are inconsistent with 
the said laws and treaty obligations. 

Any citizen of the United States who shall refuse to comply with, or 
offend against the provisions of this notification, shall forfeit the pro- 
tection of the American Government.

A gloom has been cast over Macao by the unexpected death 

of Captain A. Tassara, the Governor of Taipa and Colovan. He 
has been buried, and many sorrowing friends, among whom we 
remarked the principal Chinese of Taipa, accompanied his re- 
mains to their last abode. Unfortunately it is not in the spirit 
of Portuguese colonial administration that many of the 
stamp of this highly-esteemed officer be sent to these far away 
places, and it is doubtful if the villages of Taipa and Colovan 
will for a long time be as contented and happy as before. 

In the case of Espantoso v. Ehlers, $5,000 claim for commis- 
sion on the sale of the steamer Fatchoz, tried before Mr. Justice 
Snowden and a special jury, in the Supreme Court, the following 
is the result :— 

Mr. Hayllar, in opening, stated that plaintiff was a commission 
broker, doing business in the Colony, and defendant was a merchant 
here also. The facts of the case were simple, and he did not think it 
would be necessary to dispute that the steamer was sold by the plaintiff, 
the dispute was on the brokerage due. A statement of the transac- 
tions between the plaintiff and defendant, as he understood it, was then 
made, and the plaintiff called. 

Plaintiff sworn: I have known defendant since 1872. The first 
thing I did for him was to charter the steamer Fatchoi. I chartered 
her for a Spaniard ; the charter party was signed ; I received a com- 
mission of five per cent. from Mr. Ehlers for the same ; I never bought 
anything for him, and I generally allowed him five per cent. Mr. 
Dencegri is a merchant in Lima, Peru. The defendant requested me to 
sell the steamer for him. He said she was mortgaged to a bank here 
for $90,000 and he had to pay heavy interest on her. I spoke to my 
friend and offered her for sale to him. The limits were fixed by Mr. 
Ehlers at $129,600. He agreed to purchase her on condition of receiving 
her credits first to enable him to pay for her. Mr. Denegri was introduced 
by me to Mr. Ehlers in the latter's office. He waited some time for his 
credits, when Mr. Ehlers set a certain number of days in which she 
should be turned over, on a penalty of $30,000. A contract to that 
effect was signed. There was another conditional agreement signed at 
the Spanish Consulate in Macao. The agreement was signed in Hong 
Kong. The defendant promised verbally to pay me five per cent. com- 
mission as usual. Nothing was said about a penalty. Defendant left 
the colony about the middle of the year 1873. I did not send him 
any notes, it not being my custom to send notes. I considered that he 
owed me money. I did not owe him any money ; I had a coal con- 
tract at the time. It was concerning the purchase of some coals ; I 
lost $6,000 or more by the same. I paid Ehler 24 or 5 per cent. at 
the time. I do not recollect which. Defendant brought an action 
against me for the amount $4,000, which I paid. When the defendant 
left he gave me to understand that he was coming back. I have never 
been paid any commission on the present transaction. 

By Mr. Kingsmill : The Fatchot was twice chartered. The first time 
she went to England and returned, but the second fell through. 
I do not know her owners. The contract was drawn up by Mr. Ehlers. I 
think he read it over. I firmly believe that I have paid Mr. Ehlers 5 per 
cent. on transactions he has done for me, not always. I paid him 24 
per cent. commission on the purchase of the coals. The accottnt produced 
shows that I paid him 24 per cent. In May last Mr. Ehlers negotiated 
two loans for me and charged me 5 per cent. commission and 1 per 
cent. interest. Iam sure it was not 34 per cent. altogether, but more. 
I do not remember his negotiating a loan four me in September, 1872. 
Mr. Ehlers first spoke to me about the sale of the steamer in the early 

rt of the year 1873. It may have been in April. When the second 

charter fell through I made no proposition to Ehlers to charter the 
steamer with him and another to carry coolies to Peru. There was no 
mention as far as I can remember concerning a charter of the steamer 
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SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 28th 
June ; the French mail from London May 22 was received on 
the 22nd June, and the following P. and O. mail of May 29 on 
the 27th June. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

His Excellency the Governor is still absent on his visit to 
Penang, but will probably leave on his way back to Singapore 
about the middle of next week. We presume after his return 
the Legislative Council will again resume its sittings. Among 
the subjects to be brought before it, is a Bill for regulating the 
immigration of, and affording protection to, native labourers 
from British India. This Bill is a result of complaints made by 
the Madras Emigration agents, and of the Province Wellesley 
coolie scandals brought to light some months ago. No doubt 
some measure is necessary for the protection of the coolies from 
fraud and oppression after their arrival in the colony ; we have 
not yet had an opportunity of carefully examining the Bill, but 
it is drawn up with a view to protect both labourers and employ- 
ers, and on this ground ought to prove a just and useful law. 

The E. and A. Mail Steamship Company are somewhat un- 
fortunate. Firat, their steamship Sunfoo was totally lost near 
Hong Kong ; and we now learn that their chartered steamer 
Flintshirehas grounded in entering Townsville, Northern Queens- 
land. The first telegram led to the inference that the steamer 
wag wrecked, but later advices (26th June) state that she had 
been beached for temporary repairs, and would probably be 
despatched within her contract time.. A serious shipping disaster 
has also occurred here, in the Tanjong Pagar Dock, the ship 
England having gone over on her side in the dock. The acci- 
dent was due to a leak in the vessel during the temporary flood- 
ing of the dock, and her ballast being trimmed to one side, the 
water in the hold rushed to that side, causing her to heel over 
and fill. During the efforts made to right her, the tackles secured 
to the masts parted, and the vessel fell over on her broadside ; it 
is impossible as yet to ascertain the extent of damage done to the 
lbs but it is feared it will be very serious. 

he arrivals via the Suez Canal have been the Amboto, from 
London, and Olympia from Hamburg on the 17th, Avenir from 
London on the 21st, and Glenroy from London, and Ajax from 
Liverpool, on the 24th. The only departures have been the 
steamers Cawdor Castle on the 16th, and the Gordon Castle on 
the 21st, for London, and Russia on the 23rd_for Odessa, from 
Hankow ; and the Glenearn on the 22nd, and Braemar Castle on 
the 24th, from Foochow, for London—all with tea cargoes. 

Advices have been received by the Colonial Secretary from 
Penang stating that the Attorney-General, accompanied by Mr. 
Swettenham, had returned from an official visit to Perak, where 
they were well received, all the chiefs looking forward with satis- 
faction to the inauguration of the new arrangements. 

The Messageries Maritimes steamer Tanais, Capt. Reyners, 
which arrived from Marseilles, left for Hong Kong: This 
vessel has been sent out to fill the place of the ill-fated Vil on 
the Hong Kong and Yokohama route. We understand that the 
Messageries Company’s steamer Peluse is also expected here, to 
take the place of the Veva on the Batavia line ; the latter vessel, 
which is about twenty-one years old, going to Saigon, to the 
Company’s lifting dock there, for general repair and to get in 
new boilers. 

Commenting on the speech of Lord Stanley, on Perak and 
Laroot, the Straits Times has‘the following :—In accusing this 
Colony of a desire to annex the territories of the native chiefs, 
he has cast upon usa most undeserved imputation.. All that 
has been done with respect to Perak {and Laroot has been to 
endeavour to effect a reconciliation between contending parties, 
whose quarrels had thrown those countries into anarchy, 
seriously crippled the trade and fears babs the peace of Penang, 
and encouraged aggravated piratical depredations in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood of that settlement, which even the presence 
of Her Majesty’s ships failed to prevent. 

As pointed out by Earls Carnarvon and Kimberley, the new 
treaty with Perak was strictly in accordance with the desires of 
the chiefs themselves ; it is, in fact, but an authoritative con- 
firmation of the views of previous rulers of the country. The 
agsurance given by the noble Earls is emphatically corroborated 
by the results of the visit of the Hon. the Attorney-General 
(Mr. Braddell), with Mr. Swettenham, who have just returned 
to Penang from Perak, where they were favourably received, 
and found the chiefs looking forward with satisfaction to the 
inauguration of the new state of affairs, In reply to the state- 
ments of Lord Stanley, rding the dealings with Salangore, 
we have only to say that all that was done was in strict accord- 
ance With the existing treaty ; and considering that the Sultan’s 
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own sons were believed to have been implicated in the crime of 
the prisoners who were delivered up to the Sultan by this Go- 
vernment for trial, it will be apparent that Sir Andrew Clarke 
could not have done less than to demand the fulfilment by him 
of a treaty which has been faithfully observed on our part. 


PENANG. 

The present mail’s advices extend to the 30th June ; the P. 
and O. mail from London 29th May arrived out on the 25th 
June. The following is from the Penang Gazette :— 

As the Puisne Judges of Singapore and Penang objected to 
being burdened with the trial of cases up to $10, as required by 
the Courts Bill Amendment Ordinance, the Colonial Government 
have settled their objection by increasing their salaries by £300 
and £160 per annum respectively. 

The necessity for the appointment of a Public Prosecutor for 
Penang is becoming daily more apparent, and it is to be hoped 
that Sir Andrew Clarke will not be misled inte sanctioning the 
amalgamation of that office with the Solicitor Generalship. 

It is rumoured that Mr. Braddell, the Attorney General, is to 
undertake the duties of Secrefary to Government in the Political 
Department, in addition to those performed by him at present. 

We regret to have to announce the death of Mr. Koh Teng 
Choon, who for upwards of thirty-eight years was Chinese inter- 
preter in the Supreme Court here. 

The Government have received official information that cholera 
thas ceased its ravages in Batavia. Clean bills of health are now 
granted to all vessels leaving that port. 

A rifle match took on the 25th June between six officers of Her 
Majesty’s ship Charybdis and six members of the Penang Rifle 
Club, the latter winning by forty-six points.

IMPORTS. 


Yororama.—As usual at the season of this year the market had-oon- 
tinued very quiet. In Cotton Yarn the business done had been small, 
and rates had further declined: the relative quantity of 28 to 32 sold 
had, however, been rather larger than usual. There had been more 
doing in Grey Shirtings, chiefly 9 Ibs., at the low rates ruling. Velvets 
had attracted some attention, but the demand for Turkey Reds ap- 
peared to have been satisfied. In Woollens and Mixtures generally the 
stagnation continucd. No improvement is reported in the market for 
Metals. 

Hioco-Osaka.—The import trade wax still in an unsatisfactory posi- 
tion, and although at closing some articles were enquired for, a decline 
in value had generally been established. Cottons.—Yarns: The de- 
mand for good chops had improved, although no sensible advance was 
quoted. Grey Shirtings were entirely neglected for some days, and a 
decline took place, which, although at the close a better feeling existed, 
had not yet been recovered. The demand for Turkey Red Cambrics 
had fallen off, and rates were lower. Victoria Lawns were still saleable 
ata slight concession. T-Cloths had found buyers to a small extent. 
Worsteds and Woollens.—Black Orleans continued saleable at somewhat 
wealver rates. The demand for Mousselines was less active, and former 
quotations were with difficulty maintained. Lastings were in moderate 
demand. Nail Rods were saleable at former rates. 

Haxxkow.—During the first half of the fortnight under notice, there 
continued to be a fal active demand for Cotton Piece Goods, espe- 
cially Grey Shirtings, but towards the close it had somewhat subsided, 
nd in some instances a decline had taken place. There had not been 
much of interest passing in other goods. 

Smanefat.—There had been little or no improvement in the general 
position of Piece Goods. Advices from the intesior and outporta, 
coupled with dear money among the natives, had not encouraged the 
dealers to operate beyond their immediate orders, consequently the 
demand had been very limited. A few Plain Cottons had been in re- 
quest at better rates, but as a rule the market!had been quiet in the 
extreme. 

Foocuow.--The following sales had been made, viz. *+-650 pieces 
83lbs. Grey Shirtings, $2.53 to 2.724 per piece; 800 pieces 7lbs. T- 
Cloth, $1.85 per piece ; 500 pieces 6]bs. T-Cloth, $1.65 per piece 1,800 
pigs Lead, $8 to 8.25 per picul. : ; 

Hone. Koxc.—The raMrese for Piece Goods and Yarn remained in 
much the same position as last reported, viz., quiet, with weakening 
prices for most articles. 

Canton.— Lead was being sold in retail parcels at last quoted rates. 
Common brands were quoted $7.70, and W. B. $7.75 to 7.80 per picul. 
Quicksilver was quoted $189 to 190 per picul. 

Batavia.—The market for Cotton manufactures had been extremely 
quiet. There had been rather large arrivals of Dutch staples, and re- 
quirements appeared to be alimost satisfied ; late unseasonable rains had 
retarded a revival of general demand, and values had a drooping ten- 
dency, though there was little material change in quotatione. 

Sincarorse.—There had keen a downward tendency in rates for most 
descriptions of Grey Goods ; the lower,prices accepted by holders had 
caused dealers to buy more frecly ; a moderate business had been 
done ; the market clused quiet and weak. There had been no change 
in dyed or printed Cottons, Woollens, or Metals, 

Penanc.-—There had continued to be a moderate enquiry during the 
fortnight, anda frir business had been done at previous quotations, 
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YoxouaMA.—Buainess had continued on an extensive scale, and th, * 
easier tendency recently reported had entirely disappeared. Arrivals 
were coming forward in quantity, and began to show a marked falling 
off. Settlements since June 4 had amounted to 9,500 piculs, consist- 
ing chiefly of medium to fine grades, the former of which were rela- 
tively dearer than the better classes. Total settlements from May 1 to 
date estimated about 21,000 piculs. Heavy supplies of the lower 
grades were looked for towards the close of July, and prospects of a 
large second crop were considered as very favourable. The P. M. 
steamer Alaska on June 6 took for New York 201,938 {ba., for San 
Francisco 31,322 lbs., and for other ports 49,723 Ibs. 

Hrogo-Osaka.—After the departure of the Pucific Mail steamer 
on May 18, arrivals began to come forwerd more fully, and there was 
a slight reduction in price while buying for the China Trans-Pacific 
steamer Vancouver was going on. Purchases for that steamer being 
over, a sudden drop in prices of fully $5 per picul took place, and the 
market had since gradually but surely grown weaker. Tho Teas on 
offer were much better in quality than at first, though the finest grades 
had beeu very scarce. Settlements estimated at 9,500 piculs, and 
Stocks at 700 piculs. Shipments to Yukuhama 1,674 ‘boxes for tho 
month. 

Hayxow.—Mesers. Evans Pugh and Co.'s Circular, dated June 9, 
saye :—During the fortnight that has elapsed since we issued our 
report on the 26th ultimo a large business has been transacted, settle- 
ments of about 122,000 chests of Oopack and Qonahm teas, and 68,000 
half-chests of Ningchows having been reported. Large as these opera- 
tions may appear they are somewhat less than usual of late years at 
this period. Since the date of our last report a considerable amount of 
business has been done from day to day, at prices which have in most 
cases shown a decline. Ningchows, for which most extreme rotes were 
paid at the opening of the market, have declined since then Tls. 6 to 8 
per picul. Qopacks, especially the lotver qualities, are Ts. 3 to 4 lower, 
so are Oonahms, The first settlements of Oonfas were made at Tls. 36: 
per picul, for by no means choice chops. Since equally good teas have 
been bought at Tis. 30, and the lower classes are relatively cheaper. 
These teas are not of very good quality, being mixed in leaf; they are 
however strong and useful. Prices may now be considered on the 
whole to be about the same as they were at this date Jast season, while 
the average quality of the crop is better than it then was. From the fi 
given below it will be noticed that the total Export to date is much on 
a par with what it was last year, the deficit from the Oopack and 
Oonahm districts being made up for by the excess of Kew-kiang Teas 
Total shipment to London 14,664,140 Ibs., against 11,523,813 Ibs. last 
year; per steamer Ruesia for Odessa 2,200,682 lbs., against 
2,012,767 \bs. last year ; shipments to Shanghai 3,463,868 lbs., against 
6,983,254 Ibs. last year. Making total export to date 20,328,690 lbs., 
against 20,518,824 Ibs. Inst year. The total export includes re-export 
of 4,969,438 lbs. of Kew-kiang teas, against 3,340,330 Ibs. last season. 

KaukianG.—Black Teas: About 1,800 half-chests had been settled 
here at Tls. 38 for Ningahows und Tls. 34 for Kiukiang packed. Totel 
arrivals, 75,269 chests. Stock, 3,000 chests. 

SHancHal.—Mesers. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.'s Report says :—Black 
Tea: The business of the season was opened on the 7th instant by the 
settlement of two chops Hohows at Tls. 25.2.5. Oonams have realised 
Tls. 18.0.0 to 23.0.0, Hohows Tls. 22.5.0 to 26.5.0, Ounfas Ts. 25.2.5 to 
28.6.0, and Ningchows Tls. 31.0.0 to 37.0.0, one parcel of very choice 
bringing Tls. 47.0.0 per picul. Since the opening of the market to 
time of writing but little has been done. Buyers show great disin- 
clination to operate at rates asked by teamen, total settlements to date 
being only 950 chests and 10,100 half-chests, against 3,500 chests and 
18,360 half-chests for the same number of days last year. The Oonam 
Oopack, and Uanfar Teas offering here are of gomnion to medium 
quality, all the fine chops from these provinces having been secured in 
Hankow. Of Ningchows there are a few fine parcels on offer, but the 
bulk of the fine and all the finest of this class have also gone forward 
direct from the up river ports. We make rates current here for 
Oonams, Oopacks, Oonfas and Hohows about Tle. 1.0.0 to 2.0.0 
over last year’s opening rates and Tis. 1.0.0 to 2.00 under latest 
Hankow quotations, whilst Ningchows, if we can quote from the few 
settlements made, are Tls. 1.0.0 to 2.0.0 dearer here than at Hankow or 
Kiukiang. In regard to the quality of the crop we make the Ningchows 
very much auperiur to the yield of last year, which wef then character- 
ised ws the worst in our frecollection ; thefine and finest chops from 
this district are really first class Teas. Oonfas are very inferior, being 
largely mixed with leaf from inferior districts. Of the Qonams and 
Oopacks, the only districts we rate up to last year's growth, are the 
Cheong-cow-kyes, Soong-yong and Tong-shan, and this rating merely 
applies to the early packed chops. ‘aken as a crop, excluding the 
Ningchows and perhaps the Hohows, we make it decidedly inferior to 
average. Stock is estimated at 11,500 chests and 30,000-half-chests, 
against 16,000 chests and 20,000 half-chests same time last yoar. 
Settlements 950 chests and 10,100 half-cherts, against 3,500 chests and 
18,360 half-chests. Reshipments 13,500 half-chests, against 3,494 chests 
and 11,670 half-chosts. Export to date 144 million, against 13} million 
pounds same time last year. Green: A few chops of Shanghai packed 
will most probably be offered in ton days. Musters of the first Ping 
Suey are expected at about the same date. The only steamer on the 
berth is the Deucalion; but the Cantun and Glenroy are expected. 
There are one or two sailing vessels waiting for tea, up te the present 
buyers have preferred steamers in order to place their teas un the 
London market before large supplies from this port or Foochow. 

Foocuow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton and Co.’3 Weekly Letter says :— 
The first purchases of Country T'cas were made on this market on the 
9th June ; since that date a good business has been passing, and settle- 
ments for the week acuregate 75,000 chests, of which nearly 20,000 are 
for Australia. Opening rates for low Country Teas are 2 to 3 taela 
above last eeason, Suey Kuta especially being in good request for the 
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Colonies. The Ching Wos and Fock Oans, although costing about 4 
taels “= picul more than the past year, are relatively of good value 
whe! ompared with the bulk of the crop. The opinion expressed in 
the fast impreasion about the Siew Miew can be contirmed, the appear- 
ance is not good, but the liquor fine. Common and low grades are 
bringing extreme rates for Australia. Buying has been general, but the 
market closes easier for medium and fine grades. Souchoug: A few 
chope have been shown, the quality seems poor ; one parcel has been 
taken, but no price reported. Oolongs : The last vpinion can be con- 
firmed, the leaf being fair, but the water poor: a fair demand has 
existed, and prices are about 3 taels over last year. Flowery Pekoes : 
The colour and make of the Teas at present on show are poor, but the 
liquors fair. Scented Teas: A few parcels have changed hands for the 
first steamers at very full rates ; an advance of 4 tacls over lust sea- 
son's opening rates is noticeable ; present supplies are very much want- 
ing in scent. 

Amoy.—Uolong: Arrivals had] come in rather freely, 120 chops in 
all being now represented ; about 20 chops from the Ning Yong dis- 
trict had been shown, and so far were reported very favourably upon. 
Teamen stated that the crop this year would be upon the whole better 
than last. Congou: Buying commenced on the 10th June, when about

about $2 to $3 per pical over the opening of last year. A further 
quantity of about 4,000 half-chests had since been settled at same rates ; 
these Teas had been principally bought for {the s.a. Legislator, now in 
port, and after her departure prices were expected to decline. The 
later arrivals in some cases showed an imnprovement, a few chops turning 
out a very fair liquor. Formosa Oolongs: Upwards of §$,200 half- 
chests were to gu forward from Hong Kong for New York by the 
steamer Vasco de Gama, and by other steamers 2,000 to 3,000 half- 
chests had already been shipped. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.'s Circular says : With home advices 
by telegram announcing the unsileability of Canton Teas, and continued 
reports of drooping priced, buyers here have naturally become reluctant 
to contmue operations. The business since last mail has been moderate, 
and mostly transacted in the early part of the fortnight, the market at 
the close being decidedly quiet. Congous : Settlements reported have 
been nearly all for special packing, and not for shipment to Londen. In 
Macao there has been some business at lower prices. Scented Teas: Of 

Capers, though occasional parcels have been picked up at cheap prices, 
the purchases have been chiefly on a basis of Tl. 1 per picul under last 
mail’s rates ; quotations are, Tls. 184 to 22 for fair to medium, Tls. 24 
to 27 for good medium to fine, and as high as Ts. 31 for finest fancy 
lots. In Orange Pekves no material change in value is noticeable, 
Tis, 16 to 17 have been paid for clean fairly scented “ new-makes,” and 
for medium to good medium long-leaf Tls. 20 to 27 continue the cur- 
rent figures ; small fancy parcels of approved merit have fetched Tls. 30 
to 31 per picul. In Canton Greens there are no settlements. The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the fortnight’s business :—Congon, 1,200 
packages at Tls. 16 to 23 per picul ; Scented Orange Pekoe, 6,000 boxes 
at Tia. 16 to 31 per picul ; Scented Caper, 15,000 buxes at Tls. 18} to 
31 per picul. 

SILK. 

Yoronama.—The actual settlements of the fortnight had not cx- 
ceeded 50 bales, and allowing for about that quantity short shipped 
at the date of last advices the figures of the total were left unchanged. 
Quotations were considered more or less uominal ; dealers were olfer- 
ing their remaining parcels, mixed Hanks aud Medium Oshus, at from 
3425 to $475 per picul, but met with little notice. Some coarse parcels 
had been returned to the interior, which helped to further reduce stocks. 
Frret arrivals of new Silk were expected shortly. 

SHancHaAI.—Previous to the departure of the French mail of the 6th 
June' only 150 to 200 bales of new Silk had been received ; but on the 
5th June the first purchasers of about 100 hales were made, comprising 
No. 5 Tsatlee at Tis 255 to 260 ; No. 3 Gold Lion at Tis. 815 to 320; 

No. 4 at Ts, 295 to 300, and Blue Elephant at Tls. 320. Since that date 
about 1,000 bales had arrived; but owing to the very discouraging reports 
from the markets of consumption, and the larg increase in the crops both 
here and in Europe, buyers had been unwilling to continue purchases on 
the same basis, while on the other hand the Chinese had been unwilling 
to give way more than Tls.10 to 20, and until two days before the 
close business remained quite at a standstill. Towards the close, how- 
ever, a small business of 100 to 200 bales was reported, consisting of a 
few bales each of various descriptions, not admitting of any quotations, 
but marking a decline of about Tls.20 on previous prices. Settlements 
for the fortnight, Chinas, 300 bales. Total settlements since Ist June, 
300 bales ; against 1873-74, 1,500 bales; 1872-73, 7,000 bales. Com- 
parative unsuld Stock on this market on the 12th June, 1874, 1,000 
bales ; 1873, 3,500 bales ; 1872. 4,000 bales. 

Cantos.—Messre. Deacon's Report says :—London advices regarding 
this article continue to be of an unsatisfactory and disheartening nature. 
It would seem that the fact of the more than abundant European crop 
is likely to prove inimical to the market value of * Cantons,” and even 
a lower range of prices than those now ruling at home is expected to be 
the result. Here we have had a fortnight of very limited dealings. 
For last French mail only 95 bales of Tsatlee reel were taken, and nu 
purchases Ffor outgoing mail steamer is reported to have been 


made. Chinese would submit to some reduction on last 
quotations, but unfortunately their ideas of value do not 
keep pace with the retrograde movement on the other side. 


Loongkongs in stock are only of fair and middling classifications, which 
are not appreciated. Long-reels: No settlements have yet transpired, 
but some purchases for Bombay are likely to be made betore the eluse. 
Re-reels continued neglected, and ready reeled silk is nut in stuck. 
Soil few wusters of second crop staple have arrived on the market, 
and as far as colour and general quality are concerned, are a decided 
improvement on the former yield. The stock is estimated at 200 to 
300 bales Tsatlee, 100 bales Loongkong, and about 200 bales of inferior 
sorts. Settlements of new seasons waste are 506 to 600 bales No. 2, at 


$60 per picul. 
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NEW SEASON'S TEAS. 
We have advices of the sailing of the steamer Chcops from 
Foochow on the 22nd ult., and the Mongomeryshire is expected to 
leave in a few days. The latest telegrams report the Foochow 
market firm, and that the first and second crops are expected tu 
exceed last season’s by 5,000,000 Ibs., chiefly common kinds.

THE JAPANESE EXPEDITION TO FORMOSA. 
THE Japanese have got themselves into an awkward 
osition in this matter, and it is difficult to understand 
how they can possibly retreat from it without considerable 
loss of national dignity and prestige ; in point of fact, the 
whole affair promises to end in a ridiculous fiasco. Much 
as we should like to see a more satisfactory state of things 
existing in Formosa, we cannot say that we shall feel much 
syinpathy for the J ara in their humiliation, for, look- 
ing at the question from a European point of view, they 
have by all accounts undoubtedly put themselves in the 
wrong by despatching troops to attack an integral portion 
of the Chinese Empire without making a formal declara- 
tion of war ; and we are the more surprised at this when 
we consider the eagerness which they have displayed 
during recent years to imitate all the customs, political 
and social, pertaining to what they have been constrained 
to admit to be a higher civilisation than their own. We 
should have thought that the experience gained by their 
embassies abroad and by their statesmen at home, who 
have now so long been in constant contact with foreign 
diplomatists, would have taught them to pursue a more 
wary course of action. 

At the outset they professed to contemplate undertaking 
the expedition on grounds which would have made it 
somewhat reasonable, had - they first endeavoured, without 
effect, to obtain redress through the ordinary diplomatic 
channels, for their ostensible object was to punish the bar- 
barous tribes of Formosa for their ill-treatment of 
Japanese who had been shipwrecked on the inhospitable 
shores of that island. There can be no doubt, bowever, 
that this was a mere flimsy pretext, and that the clamours 
of the war party in Japan, impatient at the prospect of 
having to turn their swords into ploughshares, have been 
the real cause of the whole imbroglio. The expenditure once 
resolved upon, we heard that “ great preparations were 
“ made ; all the available steamers were taken up for the 
“ conveyance of troops, and many of them had already 
“ taken their departure for Nagasaki, where the expedition 
“ was to rendezvous, when suddenly, on receiving informa- 
“ tion that China was sending troops to Formosa, the Go- 
“‘ vernment issued orders countermanding the whole affair.” 
One would have thought that the matter would have ended 
here, but the troops had not been consulted, and it seems 
that they declared positively that they would go, coute qui 
coute, and refused to obey all orders to the contrary! The 
Government found itself compelled to give in (for a por- 
tion, at least, of its mutinous soldiery had started on their 
own account from Nagasaki), and adopt the responsibility 
of the expedition, in order to prevent its ships from being 
looked upon as piratical. The troops eventually landed on 
the coast of Formosa without meeting with any opposition, 
though shortly afterwards they had a slight brush with the 
natives, in which some fifty of the latter were killed and 
wounded. By the last advices from Japan we hear “ that 
“ the plan of the campaign in Formosa is upon a somewhat 
“novel basis; the troops are to do nothing for the next 
“six months, unless they should be attacked, but are to 
“await instructions from Tokio. Meanwhile negotiations 
“are to be set on foot to crave permission from the 
“‘ Chinese Government to allow hostilities to be gone into 
“‘ against the Formosan savages!” Whatever the autho- 
rities at Peking may say in reply to this somewhat comical 
request, the Viceroy of FoHKIEN does not see the matter 
from the same point of view as the Japanese do, and we find 
that he maintains “the right of China to the whole 
“ island, without distinction of inhabitants, whether civil- 
“ised or savage. Any acts of violence,” he says, “against 
‘* passengers along the coast can be settled by reference to

“ Japan to send an army to invade the place?” The 
Viceroy clearly has got a better notion of the obligations 
imposed by international law than the Japanese have, wut 
while quite sympathising with his natural indignation at 
the unjustifiable raid which has been made upon his 
master's territory, we must take leave to doubt the efficacy 
of any appeal to the Chinese for the punishment of the 
aborigines, over whom they have literally no control what- 
ever, and we trust the present difficulties will teach them 
— and induce them to set that part of their house in 
order. 

The complications of the whole of this business have 
been varied and rather puzzling to follow at this distance 
from the scene of action, but we believe that we have 
sketched them with tolerable accuracy. What will be the 
precise ending of the matter, and how the Japanese 
will retreat from the absurd position in which they 
now find themselves, we cannot pretend to say. The 
last phase in the affair is the opening of some ne- 
gotiations at Shanghai, whither, as we learned by last 
mail, the Provincial Treasurer had repaired from I 
chow to meet a Japanese Envoy, who is reported to 
have said that the troops were sent to Formosa merely 
“ with the view of remaining a short time to overawe the 
“ aborigines, and that it does not at all follow that there 
“will be any fighting.” We should think not, but we 
doubt if the Chinese will consider that a sufficient expla- 
nation of and apology for the violation of their territorial 
rights in Formosa, though, after all, there is no accounting 
for the eccentricities of Asiatics in general, and the 
Celestials in particular, and it is just possible that, if the 
Japanese quietly evacuate the island, the Peking Govern- 
ment may be willing to accept that solution of the diffi- 
culty without further ado. 


Lorp STANLEY has put a question to Lord DERBY in res- 
pect to the Consulate at Saigon. Our readers may remember 
that Mr. Consul CASWELL in 1871 recommended the Home 
Government to appoint a special Consul from the Foreign- 
office. In his report Mr. CASWELL, in a very candid and 
praiseworthy manner, pointed out that the large increase 
of British tonnage trading to the port of Saigon had 
caused such an extension of Consular duties that it was 
quite impossible for a merchant to discharge those duties 


satisfactorily. At the time this report reached the Foreign- 


office an inquiry was going on as to the Consular Service 


nerally, and the matter was consequently shelved. Mr. 


ASWELL tendered his resignation, but the Foreign-office 
requested him to continue in office, and to appoint some 
one to act during his absence from Saigon. This has been 
done by Mr. CASWELL, and the gentleman who now holds 
the office is an American engaged in a mercantile business. 
But considering that the importance of the place both 
politically and commercially has largely increased since 
1871, we must urge on Lord DERBY the importance of at 
once appointing a special Consul who can report on all 
matters occurring in Cochin China as well as discharge 
efficiently the ordinary duties of the Consulate. This is 
rendered the more necessary as it is very doubtful if Mr. 
CASWELL will return to Saigon, he having resigned his 
business connections with the place. 


A DEPUTATION of merchants and others has waited upon 
the CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER and Mr. W. H. 
Smita, M.P., to urge the expediency of an increase in the 
speed of the P. and O. Company’s steamers carrying the 
mails and merchandise from England to India and: the Far 
East. Sir STAFFORD NORTHCOTE promised attention to 
the views of the deputation. 





Tue alterations in the Post-office contract with the 
P. and O. Company will be submitted for approval to the 
House of Commons this evening. 


Mr. BENJAMIN P. AVERY, the newly-appointed Ameri- 
can Minister to Peking, was to leave New York for,San 
Francisco on the 28th July. 


Tue Governor of Labuan, Mr. H. E. BuLWER, has been 
appointed a member of the Second Class of the Order of 
St. Michael and St. George. 
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STATEMENTS are appearing in the German newspapers 
to the effect that war between China and Russia must be 
considered unavoidable, and not very far distant. China, 
it is stated, has pushed forward 19,000 picked troops to 
the Kashgar frontier, and garrisoned several towns. 





M. LE Duc Decazgs, the French Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, has submitted to the National Assembly a Bill ‘on 
the Treaty concluded at Saigon on the 15th of March last 
between France and the Kingdom of Annam. The text of 
this treaty will appear in our next issue. 





A company has heen formed, with a capital of £100,000, 
to construct a tramway or railway communication between 
Shanghai and Woosung. 








THE EXPEDITION TO NAN-CHANG. 

The report of Mr. Mayers on his visit to the Governor of Nan- 
chang to obtain some explanation of the insults offered to Mr. 
Baber, of the Consular Service, has been published by the 
Foreign-office. Mr. Mayers, accompanied by Mr. Brenan, pro- 
ceeded from Shanghai up the Poyang Lake, in H.M.S. Aing- 
dove, Captain Pitman, and thence by asteam launch. This river 
was found to vary in depth from twelve to twenty-five feet. On 
announcing his arrival Mr. Mayers received an invitation from 
the Governor to visit him, which was carried out in company 
with Mr. Brenan and Captain Pitman. The necessary escort 
and three chairs were sent by the Governor. After the usual 
delay customary at Chinese receptions, but very tedious to 
foreigners, Mr. Mayers was able to broach the subject, upon 
which the Governor detailed his view of the outrage committed 
on Mr. Baber. This of course did not lead to any practical or 
satisfactory resnlt, and Mr. Mayers availed himself of the first 
opportunity to ask :— 

What security was there against the recurrence of a similar outbreak 
on the next visit of a fureigner to Nan-chang! To this the Governor 
replied most vivaciously —‘ Oh ! if you ask about security, I can’t put 
my name to any bond! The Treaty requires us to afford efficient 
protection, and this ‘shall be done in the amplest manner!” T now 
seught to ascertain from the Governor in what sense he defines pro- 
tection, but his replies were purposely vague. On my making use of 
the expression, “t’an-ya” (to keep in order) he said—‘‘ You, who have 
been #0 long in China, must know that, with a population so turbulent 
as that of Nan-chang, it is a case of ‘ not-to-be-kept-in-order’ (t’an-ya 
puchu).” Tothis I replied —“ That is a remarkable admission on your 
Excellency's part, for granting it to be correct, what can we think of 
the usefulness of the officials? If people will not be ‘t’an-ya’ by fair 
means, they surely must and can be put down by force.” His Excel- 
lency rejoined that Mr. Baber had very naturally made the same 
remark, but that he had also admitted himself to be perfectly well 
aware of the difficulties that environ the Chinese authorities, and his Ex- 
cellency appealed to me to confess my own knowledge of this fact. In reply, 
I declined to recognise any difficulty in the matter ; and with regard to the 
disposition of the people, it occurred to me to suggest that a practical 
test might be applied at once if Captain Pitman and Mr. Brenan were 
to take a walk through the town. This proposal seemed for an instant 
to disconcert the Governor, but he quickly recovered himself and ap- 
proved the suggestion, saying : “ By all means ; the people will be per- 
fectly quiet ; they know, in fact, that you are friends of mine,—it is 
not as if it were a case of French missionaries making their appear- 
ance. Everybody knows that there is no harm about the English, 
Americans, &c."” 1 took no immediate notice of this remark, and the 
Governor, addressing the Prefect, who was seated opposite to his Ex- 
cellency throughout the interview, directed him to see that some offi- 
cial attendants should accompany the two gentlemen, and should let 
the people know that they were not Frenchmen. Upon this I inter- 
rupted the Governor, and begged him for his own sake to give no such 
directions as these, submitting that he was wrong to distinguish between 
the subjects of different foreign powers, and that a Frenchman might 
appear the next day at Nan-chang with a pasaport, and lay claim to 
equal immunitics with ourselves. 

The Governor replied that I was undoubtedly right to speak in this 
way from a foreign point of view, but that he had his own duties to 

riorm. The Prefect, however, made a gesture from which I ga- 
thered that his Excellency’s directions were not to be strictly fulfilled, 
and after a slight delay Captain Pitman and Brenan proceeded on their 
walk, remaining absent about half-an-hour. Mr. Brenan informs me 
that on issuing from the Governor's courtyard they were attended by 
upwards of 100 official retainers, who fended a way for them through 
the vast crowd which was gathered outside, and escorted them through 
several of the principal strects. The crowd followed in their rear, with 
much disorderly whooping and pressure, but no molestation was offered. 
Several shops were entered in the main street of the city, and no un- 
usual excitement was shown beyond that caused by the mob of idlera 
who brought up the rear. During the absence of the two gentlemen 
Icontinued my conversation with the Governor, and his Excellency was 
finally brought to undertake that a proclamation should be issued, 
warning the populace against offering any annoyance to Europeans 
during future visits to Nan-chang. On my suggesting that the reacdiest 
means to secure the end in view would be to huld the district magis- 
trates personally answerable for breaches of the peace, the Prefect loudly 

exclaimed that this was not to be thought of, but I demurred from his 


view. é . 
With reference to this subject, I may sum up by remarking that the 
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impression I have carried away from the interview is that the inclina- 
tion traceable in the disposition of the Nan-chang authorities to dis- 
courage the visits of Europeans to the city is mainly, if not altogether, 
attributable to the hostility which Governor Lin scarcely seeks to 
conceal with regard to the Roman Catholic Missionaries. The people 
themselves have shown no inclination to annoy or molest us, and I at- 
tach no importance to the disorderly behaviour of the crowds of raga- 
muttins assembled under the unwonted excitement of the occasion. 
That even this concourse could have been dispersed at a sign from the 
Governor [ have not the slightest doubt ; but it was plainly his desire 
that we should receive an opposite impression, He referred more than 
once tu the annoyance caused a short time previously to the literary 
examiner (Chuk’ao) on his arrival at the city, when his chair was sur- 
rounded and actually stopped by the throng. While protesting in the 
most emphatic manner that he was prepared to “afford the most 
efficient protection” (pao-hu shih li che che), the Governor yet 
sedulously repeated, time after time, the observation that “ un- 
foreseen accident” was not included within the scope of his 
promise. This phrase he illustrated by references to the murder 
of the Governor, General Ma, at Nanking, in 1870, and that of 
Lord Mayo, of which he had read an account. It was easy to perceive 
an undercurrent of suggestion on his part that, while the officials 
would nominally exert themselves to prevent serious harm befalling a 
foreign visitor, Europeans must not look for a welcome reception on 
their part at Nan-chang; but I, at the same time, believe that the 
earnest manner in which I pressed the obligations of the Treaty on his 
Zxcellency’s notice, in the Prefect’s presence and before a large crowd 
of underlings, will have left an impression for good upon his mind. To 
his remarks, more than once repeated, about unforeseen accident, I 
replied by observing that his Excellency must well know how to dis- 
tinguish between exceptional and ordinary circumstances, and that, 
every precaution being taken, we may look with greater confidence to 
the event. 

A very long conversation followed with reference to the questions 
of taxation on teas, and of obstructions to import trade under transit 
passes. I found the Governor perfectly au fait in respect of both these 
questions, and with regard to the impost on teas he simply repeated the 
views expressed in his correspondencz already in my hands. Impressed 
as I was with the conviction that to urge this point to an issue would be 
impolitic, | said no more than was necessary, in my opinion, to show his 
Excellency that theattention of Her Majesty's Minister was fixed upon the 
subject, expressing no opinion, and making no complaint. I laid greater 
stress upon the grievances which are alleged with reference to the 
stoppage of. trade inwards under transit passes, owing to the obstruc- 
tiveness and exactions of the barrier officials. To my remarks on this 
subject the Governor opposed, as might be expected, a general denial, 
and he refused to accept as trustworthy the statements of the Kiu- 
kiang merchants, either native or foreign. He claimed credit for ex- 
ceptional leniency in dealing with the constantly occurring cases of 
petty smuggling, and challenged ine to bring forward any case of real 
hardship. In reply, I mentioned the confiscations which took place 
last year at Wu-ch'eng, but these the Governor was quite prepared to 
justify. I persisted, however, in urging that, if not with his cogni- 
sance, yet in some underhand manner, the barrier officials must give 
grounds for the apprehensions I had found, by careful inquiry, to pre- 
vail at Kiu-kiang, and J suggested that a proclamation might be issued 
to repeat in a public manner the Governor's assurance that no molesta- 
tion would be offered to legitimate trade. This his Excellency under- 
took to have done. . 

The interview was drawn out to an inordinate length by the Go- 
vernor’s prolixity, and in order not to weary by too minute recital I 
have given but a faint outline of what passed between us. My object 
throughout was to leave an impression that his Excellency’s conduct 
was narrowly observed, and in this I believe that I succeeded. After 
upwards of three hours’ uninterrupted conversation the Governor 
allowed me to bring the interview tu a cluse, and we withdrew to our 
chairs. A crowd of forty or fifty young men still lingered (although it 
was now past seven o'clock, and quite dark) outside the Governor's 
yamén, and Commander Pitman, who by some accident was delayed for 
a few moments behind Mr. Brenan and myself, informed me afterwards 
that the mob pressed rudely about his chair, and that but for the 
official attendants there would have been some danger of the chair 
being upset by the crush. I saw and heard nothing of this; and on 
learning the facts I did not think it advisable to take notice of the oc- 
currence, which appeared to me devoid of significance. On reaching 
the river bank we entered our buat amid a large concourse of lookers- 
on, but no crowding or shouting was observed. 





THE ORDEAN STABLE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—“ 4” does not improve. Indeed, he only makes bad 
matters worse. He began by blaming Lord Stanley of Alderley 
for asking for an inquiry into the conduct of the late Governor of 
the Straits. It would “ savour of less than fair play,” he says ; 
and yet he had, himself, no scruple in reiterating, circulating, 
and accrediting all the worst things said of that unhappy official. 
Let us shout murder and thief by all means, but let us have no 
inquiry into the guilt of the fugitive against whom we are rais- 
ing the hue and ery ; delicacy forbids !” Such are “ 4's” notions 
of “fair play,” and they are very nice. Passing from his moral 
code, let us see how he deals with facts. Gaily shutting his eyes 
to such awkward customers, he finds a second cause of quarrel 
with Lord Stanley for not having backed the Straits Association 
when, “from 1468 to 1872,” they clamoured at Lord Kimber- 
ley’s door for inquiry into the late Governor's doings. Now 
there was no such clamour later than May, 1870 ; Lord Kim- 
berley had not then become Colonial Minister ; the Straits Asso- 
ciation never applied to Lord Stanley for any backing; and 
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that noble lord, who did not succeed to his peerage until the 
middle of 1869, could hardly have been warm in his seat in the 
House of Lords when the last echo of the last clamour of the 
Straits Association was dying away in the precincts of Downing- 
street. In short, every fact, material and immaterial, is misrepre- 
sented ; not intentionally, of course, for “ A” is evidently well- 
meaning. But he should know that when a writer sets up to 
criticise and censure the conduct of public men he undertakes a 
highly responsible office, and he must not be surprised if his 
qualifications for it are examined. They ought to include at 
least sound moral principles, habits of reflection, and accuracy as 
to facts. But “A” writes faster than he thinks. He gives 
himself no time to collect either his wits or his facts, and so he 
comes to grief.—I am, &c., A. B.

THE JAPANESE EXPEDITION TO FORMOSA. 
(“ TIMES’ ” CORRESPONDENT.) 
NAGASAKI, JAPAN, JUNE 1. 
By the steamer Tukasayo-maru (formerly P. and O.%steamer Delta), 
just returned from Formosa, we have news of the progress made by 
the Japanese Expedition up to the 27th of May, the particulars of 
which will probably be interesting to your readers. But before enter- 
ing upon these details it will not be out of place to refer to the earlier 
stages of this Expedition, to the troubles which beset the Japanese at 
its commencement, and to the opposition thrown in its way by the 
foreign Ministers, which at one time seemed likely to he fatal to the 
undertaking and to the newly-acquired credit of;the Japanese with 
Western Powers, 


During a seven years’ residence in this country I have seen many 
astounding changes, sume improvements, but several undoubted failures. 
For such failures as have occurred the Japanese alone have suffered, 
and continue to suffer, without, probably, very much foreign sympathy; 
but in the matter of this Formosa Expedition the censure heaped upon 
them appears to me to have been ill-deserved. So far from meeting 
with diplomatic opposition, they should receive moral, if not material, 
support from all civilised countries in their present Expedition 
to avenge the murder of several of their subjects by savages 
who on former occasigns, as well as now, whenever they get the 
chance, murder every shipwrecked foreigner cast upon the 
south coast of Formosa. One of the objects of Soyeshima’s Em- 
bassy to Peking last year was to demand redreas for the 
murder of some fifty Japanese sailors shipwrecked on 
south-east coast of Formosa. 
Chinese hal no control over that part of the island, and that any de- 
mands of the Japanese in that quarter should be made direct. Since 
then the Expedition has always heen a likely contingency, and with an 
adviser so well acquainted with Formosa as General Le (iendre, it was 
not probable the matter would be lost sight of, nor that the necessary 
preparations would be incomplete. At the same time it should be no 
matter of blame against the Japanese that, until actually ready to start, 
they should have kept their intentions secret, and even allowed rumours 
of a Corean expedition to take the place of the one they actually in- 
tended. Unfortunately, the rising in Saga found occupation for the 
Government forces early in the spring of this year, and until that ill- 
Judged and worse-executed insurrection was quelled nothing could be 
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done regarding Forinosa. But after the suppression of the rebellion, a | 
still greater incentive must have been felt for carrying out the original ' 


plans, since no better emp!oyment could be imagined for dis- 
affected subjecta than an expedition against a foreign enemy. 
The only cause for regret must have been that the reason had ad- 
vanced towards an unhealthy time of the year for a climate 
like that of Formosa; that the favourable monsoon for landing 
at the Southern end was passing by, and that the n 
in its worst district would probably be upon them before the work 
could be completed. However, the Japanese decided to carry their 
plans out, and in April they began to concentrate their forces here as 
the nearest port of departure for Formosa. — But here their difficulties 
commenced, and from a source they could hardly have anticipated. 
Foreign Ministers, not satistied with the statement that the Chinese had 
repudiated any control over the Formosan savages—although such dis- 
claimers had formerly only tov often been made to British and other 
Powers when they had to demand similar redress from the Chinese for 
murders committed in the same place—started the difficulty of a 
possible complication between China and Japan, and demanded the 
authority upon which Japan was acting in defence of her own people 
and of her own honour in a case where other Powers would have sum- 
marily acted without any notice whatever. ‘The result was that both 
the British and United States Ministers issued a prohibition against 
subjects of either nation taking part in the coming Expedition, which 
in the case of the latter nationality was of a nature to cause the 
withdrawal of the principal foreign advisers—General Le Gendre, for- 
merly United States’ Cunsul at Amoy, and well known in Formosa, 
and Lieutenant Cassell, adinittedly one of the smartest officers in the 
United States’ Navy. This ministerial prohibition was further felt. in 
the cancelling of the first two charters of foreign steamers made by 
the Japanese for conveying their troops to Formosa —the steamers 
Yorkahire und Nar York, Added to this, one of their own transports 
was found unseaworthy on arrival here, and the Japanese, even before 
leaving their own coasts, had every prospect of a complete failure. 
Fortunately, the officials in charge of the Expedition, notably Okuma, 
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graph that it had already started. The difficulty of traneport was 
surmounted by the purchase of twosteamers—the Shaftesbury and the 
Delta—and the General himsclf left in the latter on the 17th of May, 
together with 1,200 troops. The first departures from Japan were made 
on the 3rd of May, when three Japanese transports, a corvette, and a 
small gunboat left for Formosa. 


The rendezvous had heen previously arranged in the Bay of Liang 
Kian on the south-west point of Formosa, and the first vessels arrived 
there about the 10th and 11th of May, the men-of-war having pre- 
viously called at Keelung for coals, which they obtained without any 
difficulty, and the transports having called at Amoy, where supplies 
were not so readily given. At the latter port a pilot waa threatened by 
his Consol with imprisonment if he rendered any assistance to the 
Japanese! A landing was safely effected at the village of Sha-lian, and 
a camp formed upon the beach, the neighbouring Chinese willingly 
rendering every assistance for the very handsoine pay given by tho 
Japanese for boat hire. Nothing of importance seems to have occurred 
until the arrival of General Saige in the Dritu ; but his ship had hardly 
anchored on the 22nd of May when a Chinese corvette made her ap- 
pearance, accompanied by a gunboat, the former with guns out, men at 
quarters, and everything prepared fur immediate action. The few 
Europeans on board the Delta, seeing the preparations made, were in 
momentary expectation of being fired upon, and from the size of the 
Chinese man-of-war they could see it would be in her power to cap- 
ture the whole of the Japanese fleet then in the bay. However, the 
corvette came quietly to an anchor and the troops on board the Delta 
were at once Innded. The Mandarin in charge of the corvette, who 
had been sent by the Viceroy of Fohkien from Foochow, requested an 
interview with the Japanese Commander-in-Chief ; but General Saigo 
declined to receive him until the following day, when he could meet 
him on shore. An interview was held the next morning in the 
Japanese camp, the General surrounded by a guard of four hundred 
soldiers and in front of his tent, under the Japanese flag. The 
Mandarina approached with every sign of diffidence, chin-chin- 
ning their politest salutations, which were met by the General 
with a free European salute, a proffered hand, and an invitation to 
enter his tent. So far as transpired, the purport of this interview was 
that the mandarin asserted the claims of China to the whole island o 
Formosa, and asked the cause of the Japanese Expedition, to which 
General Saigo replied that any such questions would be fully settled 
by his Government at Pcking with the proper Chinese authorities, but 
that meantime he had come for a special mission intrusted to his care. 
No promises or engagements regarding the ultimate course of the 
Expedition were made, but the result of the interview was most 
friendly, and a proclamation was issued by the mandarin ordering all 
Chinese to render every assistance to the Japanese. The two corvettes 
then saluted the flags of each country, and the Chinese men-of-war at 
once left the anchorage. The question regarding Chinese opposition 
was thus readily settled. Had the Chinese wished to oppose the land- 
ing they were there in sufficient strength to have taken the whole of 
the Japanese fleet, together with some 2,000 troops and a large quantity 
vf treasure afloat at the time of the corvette'’s arrival ; but, whatever 
their object: in arriving prepared for action, it is clear they had no 
intention of fighting. 


Meantime the Japanese had met their enemy on shore, and a first 
skirmish with the savages had occurred. A few young soldiers strayed 
from the camp unarmed, and were suddenly fired upon from an ambush. 
One was killed on the spot, the others returned hastily to the camp and 
called ont their comrades to recover the body. It wae found decapitated. 
Some fifty soldiers were called ont the next morning and a hundred on 
the following day ; and both parties chased all the savages they could 
see. These fired so long as a good distance intervened, but fled as soon 
as the Japanese closed in upon them with their native swords, The 
Japanese gave no quarter, and during these two days brought back six- 
teen heads as trophies to the camp. From the evidence of foreigners 
who have xcen fighting in all its aspects, the Japanese dash in 
these small encounters is admirable. No men could have fought better, 
their only fault being that all were too eager to be in the front. Before 
the Delta left Liang Kian sixteen tribes out of the eighteen composing 
the population of that part of Formora had sent in their submission to 


. General Saigo, and volunteered every assistance towards subduing the 


remaining two. Of the latter the Bootangs are the acknowledged 
culprits in the case of most of the atrocities committed upon ship- 
wrecked men ; they have become the common enemies of mankind. 
Up té the 27th of May no advance in force had been undertaken by the 
Japanese, but plans were being matured for completely surrounding the 
Bootangs, and the next advices from Formosa will probably bring the 
result of the intended movement. 


The arrival of the Japanese in Formosa has been weleomed by all 
the so-ealled Chinese villages in the South, the inhabitants of which are, 
however, mostly half-castes. They acknowledge no allegiance to China: 
they receive no protection from China, but exist in a cunstant state of 
warfare with the savages, to whom they pay blackmail. One village 
alone of a thousand inhabitants offered to support as many Japanese 
soldiers as General Saigo could send to occupy their district and protect 
them from the constant inroads of the savages. 


Up to the time of the Delta’s departure the Japanese casualties 


. amounted to nine killed and some twenty or thirty wounded ; their 


the Minister of Finance, and General Saigo, commanding the forces, i 


were equal to the occasion ; and, in spite of hesitations in the North, 
carried out the work put in their hands. In fact, when inatructions 


actually reached them to delay the Expedition they were able to tele- : 
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camp was healthy, only ten being in hospital ; but the water was scarce 
and bad, and the temperature in the shade stood ninety-five deg. 
Climate will doubtless tell upon the Japanese severely before the sum- 
ner is over, and the inevitable typhoon will cause much damage to 
their shipping in the very insecure anchorage they have now got. But 
we foreigners must acknowledge the energy of those who have under- 
taken this Expedition, and we should cordially wish them all success. 
It is true that Formosa may be a good outlet for many turbulent and 
disattected eubjects ; but the cause is one to be taken up by the whole 


; civilised world, whereas so far our only action has been one of obstructive 


neutrality.

THE QuEEN's ADVocATE OF CEYLON.—In our last issue we announced 
that the Queen had granted the dignity of Knighthood upon Richard 
Francis Morgan, Esq., Queen’s advocate of the Colony of Ceylon. Sir 
Richard Morgan was admitted an advocate of the Supreme Court of 
Ceylon in 1848, and in October 1856 became District Judge of Colombo. 
For a short time in 1857 he acted as Puisne Judge of the Supreme 
Court of that Colony, and iu the same year became acting Queen’s Ad- 
vocate. In November, 1858, he was called to the English Bar, by the 
Hon. Society of Lincoln’s Inn, and in 1860 he became acting senior 
Puisne Judge of the Supreme Court of Ceylon, In the same year he 
was appointed District Judge of Colombo, and became acting Queen’s 
Advocate asecond time in April, 1861. In the following November he 
resumed his duties as District Judge of Colombo, and was finally con- 
firmed as Queen's Advocate on the Ist January, 1863, since which date 
he has held that appointment. 1t may be mentioned that this is the 
first instance of the law officer of the Crown in any of our eastern 
possessions receiving knightly rank, which is mainly conferred upon the 
Chief Justice or similar judicial functionary. 

A PARLIAMENTARY paper, just published, gives the number and value 
of the Post-office orders issued to seamen at home and foreign ports 
and paid in the United Kingdom during 1873, Shanghai sent eighteen 
orders, Hakodadi (Japan) one.

The capital is 
fixed at £100,000, and the company is formed “ For the purpose 
of constructing a line of road, tram or railway, between 
Shanghai, Woosung, and Pootung, and to aid in the develop- 
ment of undertakings in China.” The subscribers (who take

Sitx.—Messrs. O'Donoghue and Co.'s report says :—Since the issue 
of our last circular the market has continued in much the same state 
of inactivity as then reported. Prices have gradually drooped on those 
descriptions of silk which are in largest supply, as Re-reeled Cantons 
and Haineens. Buyers do not appear to be tempted to enter the market 
except to cover their most pressing wants, and there is an entire absence 
of anything like a speculative feeling. Manufacturers complain that 
fashions are quite adverse to the silk interest, and we notice that the 
consumption of Raw Silk in this country for the season just closed has 
been a little over 3,000 bales less than that of the previous season. 
We commenced this season with an unsold stock of 2,535 bales, con- 
sisting of 1,700 Canton re-reels, 760 Chinas, 48 Japans, and 27 Grege, 
which shows an increase of about 800 bales upon the stock at the same 
time last year. This stock, taken in connection with the probability 
that it will shortly be largely supplemented from the new season's 
silk, and the comparative dulness of general trade, will most likely 
prevent buyers from anticipating their wants to any extent, and we 
do not therefore look for any marked improvement in values in the 
near future. 

Tra.—The market, on the whole, has a rather quieter tone. New 
Japan continues somewhat irregular, with more sellers than buyers. 
Oolong is quiet, and without movement of note. Some new Formosa 
is to hand, and sales have been made of about 300 packages. Green is 
quieter than early in the week, though prices cannot be called any 
different, as holders are not pressing their goods for sale.
